Documents 1 and 2 describe a preparation containing "4-(2-methyl-imidazolyl)-2,2- 
diphenylbutylamide" that corresponds to the invented muscarinic antagonist of the present 
application. 

Putting a base agent for an externally applied drug into a preparation as an ingredient to 
i^iake il a transdermally absorbed preparation is considered to have been a well-known technology 
prior to the filing of the present application, as described in cited documents 3 and 4. 

Accordingly, a person skilled in the art could have easily conceived of the invention of the 
present application by combining the inventions of documents 1-4. 
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
